TWO MILLIONS TO BE SPENT TO 
“HANDLE INCREASED OvUT- 
PUT IN STATE. 


To cope with iricreased output of 
California products the Pacific 
Fruit Express will spend $2,000,000 
this year in enlarging its icing fa- 
cilities, C. M; Secrist, vice-president 
and general manager, announced 
yesterday.

GARFIELD’S VICTORY. 
Although every candidate for the 


}nomination for President at the Re- 


publican National Convention in 
1880 is dead, there are several old 
Republican war horses still living 
who participated in that convention 
which picked up the dark horse 
James A. Garfield and nominated 
him. Though Hayes was not a can- 
didate for re-election the Republic- 
an party had plenty of available tim- 
ber and long before the convention. 
which met in Chicago, June 2, there 
were indications that there would 


been a pronounced opposition to the 
election of Grant for a third suc- 
cessive term, he had many support- 
ers in 18860 who were in favor of 
putting him in the White House 
again as he had been in retirement 
four years. James G. Blaine was 
also a prominent candidate and 
John Sherman, Secretary of the 
Treasury, and Senator George F. Ed- 
munds of Vermont had strong fol- 
lowings. The preliminaries of this 
convention occupled several days 
and when the delegates finally got 
down to voting they went through 
with twenty-eight ballots on the first 
day. But even this strenuous work 
failed to result in a choice. It was 
necessary to poll 378 votes to win. 
Grant was the leader all day. his 
vote ranging from 3202 té 309. Blaine 
came next, hovering around 285.

ECCLESIASTICAL MU 

As all the world knows. we are 
indebted to the chureh for the res- 
ervation and maintenance of music 
from the earliest Christian times 
Even before medieval timer there 


were the chants. From the ear- 
liest period the “Sanctus.” “Mag- 
nificat," “Benedictus” and “Nunc 


Dimittis” Were sung to simple melo- 
dies, but gradually a. deterioration 
set In, as it always does whea sing- 
ers are allowed freely to display 
their voices to their own advantage. 
and so came the (‘reforms which 
checked the loud shouting of “Hal- 
lelujahs" between the fourth and 
seventh centuries. 

The two chief reformers were. of 
course, St. Ambrose and Gregory. 
St. Ambrose, bishop of Milan. has 
left us some srimple and very bheau- 
tiful hymns, among which are the 
“Deus Creator.” well known and 
well liked—also, the “Veni Re- 
demptor.”"" Beside this work of com- 
position he compiled the old Grad- 
val, which was superseded by that 
of Gregory. The Te Deum dates 
from this day. 

St. Gregory, the Great; whose 
name stands out pre-eminently in 
the history of music, laid the 
foundation of the modern Roman 
missal. He also arranged for all 
time the method of performing the 
anthems and psalms. Gregory's 
name is also associated with the es- 
tablishment of the Schola Cantorum 
at Rome. But to the world at large 
the chief interest attached to the 
name it in connection with the 
Gre@orian Chant. 

Taking the texts into considera- 
tion, -Gregory'’s problem was to 
make music a satisfactory vehicle 
for the singing of the psalms in 
Tatin. He solved his problem by a 
totally new method of expression. 
In effect. he used a series of simple 
musical tones tn a sort of free reci- 
tative. 

The monks who directed the cele- 
brated singing school at St. Gall 
composed and taught much tn this 
manner. Many great churchmen 
wrote such rhymed sequences and 
proses during the first 
of Christianity. Of these the best 
known are the “Dies Irae” and the 
“Btabat Mater.” 

PALESTRINA'S GENTUS. 

‘ From the middle of the sixteenth 
century to the middie of the seven- 
teenth there was but one great out- 
standing figure in music, Giovann!

LAYING GHOST 


OF HACKNEYED. 


Film Music Director Says New 
Foreign Supply will Aid.

Ghosts of the hackneyed are for- 
ever wont to haunt the orchestral 
pit of the cinema theater. Week 
after week I have heard the same 
familiar shades of tunes resurrected 
for situations which were vaguely 
similar on the screen.

time afforded for research and com- 


position. 

One of the most promising among 
the possibilities for increasing. the 
freshness of music purveyed in the 
theater was cited to me last week 
by Nicola Donatelli, director of the 
Orchestra,

In the light of recent happenings 
to “Madeleine” and sundry other 
books in New York at the hands * 
Comstockians, the appearance of 
“Madame Bovary” from the press of 
Mr. Knopf provokes certain melan- 
choly reflections. Not that “Made- 
leine” or the others are to be men- 
tioned in the same breath with 
“Madame Bovary,” but rather that 
all who would present life in all its 
smaliness of sin run the risk of be- 
ing hawked at by the self-constituted 
censors of our morals. — 

In Esdras 2, XV., 26, says: 
“Some things shalt thou publish, 
and some things shalt thou show 
secretly to the wise.” Perhaps this 
is the Comstockians’ reason for be- 
ing, but as the Bible itself is filled 
with obscene tales, and it is a book 
that is accessible on all shelves, why 
quibble over “Madame Bovary,” 
where the worst is only suggested 
and even that is pretty small beer 
as such things go. 

It took Flaubert six years to write 
“Madame Bovary,” and with its ap- 
pearance a charge of immorality was 
laid against author and publisher. 
Happily, bo were acquitted, for 
mighty is the truth, even though 
frowned on by the literary Peck- 
sniffs. 
Though admittedly the first of 
the great realistic novels, “Madame 
Bovary,” with one or two excep 
tions, has hitherto appeared in Eng- 
lish in wretched form, inadequately 
translated, wretchedly gotten up. Its 
present appearance is in all the 
splendor of pa dia tint laid— 
and the binding is at once dignified 
and substantial.

NO LONGER A QUESTION OF 
OBTAINING RUBBER, BUT 
COTTON MATERIAL. 


“The tire industry, for the pres- 
ent, at least, has changed from one 
of rubber to that of fabric, so 


far as the procuring of raw mate- 
rial is concerned, is the statement: of 
Roy KR. Meads, president and gen- 
eral inanager of the Pacific Kubber 
Company, Coast distributor of 
Horseshve tires, who recently fe- 
turned from a visit to the large 
Horseshoe factory at Racine. 

“In ordinary years it was possible 
to contract for one’s supply of cot- 
ton tabric for one year In advance 
and sometimes longer. But all this 

so changed that now it is al- 
most a hand-to-mouth condition in 
the matter of fabric as far as the 
tire manufacturers are concerned. 
Contracts are now made for only a 
six months’ period and if the supply 
stipulated in the contract proves in- 


_gufficient before the period expires 


it is dificult to get the fabric on 
the open market and taén only at 
figures that change on a rising 
scale almost daily,” he said.

“This principle was wrong,” said 
Mr. Frank Nelson of the Nelson 
Auto Company, Southern California 
distributors for the A. E. Nelson 
car. “For when he added size to 
his engine, he added weight to his 
car, and, therefore, his power was 
dec in proportion to the 
amount of extra weight it had to 


carry. 
Phe old eylinders were of the 
5 by 7 capacity, usually six to a 
wer-plant, and were tremendous 
S size and seldom developed more 
than 80 horse power. In aviation 
work at the present time, we secure 
twice this amount of power from 
the same volume. 
“The first thing to disprove the 
old theory and tend towards light- 
er weight cars was to get more out 
of cylinder displacement by making 
the motor turn twice as fast. In 
other words to secure twice as many 
explosions per minute from _ the 
same volume.”

CRITICAL PERIOD FOR CITRUS. 
The critical period for citrus extends . 
from April until July, infTusive. It is dur- 
ing that time that every effort should be 
expended towards keeping the tree in as 
normal a condition as possible. Anything 
which tends to throw the trees -at of bal 
ance should be avoided. 

Many of the citrus sections are confront- 
ed with a problem at this time which can 
seriously impair the vigor and health of 
the trees, with a consequent dropping of 
the blossom and smail fruit. That problem 
is the citrus red spider. Many citrus gr- 
chards are being badly affected by it at 
this time and others will no doubt soon be 
attacked. It is very important that it be 
controlied at this before it thas. an 
opportunity of doing more of its devadtat- 
ing work. 

With the exception of scale insects, red 
spider is the most important of . citrus 
pests. The spiders are smal! and usually 
are not seen until] they have become 60 
abundant that their injurious effécts are 
noticed. They are present to a limited ex- 
tent all the year, but are most numerous 
in April, May and June. It is becoming 
necessary to treat for control at other sea- 
sons as well as the months of greatest 
hatch, because of irregular hatche:. The 
frregularity in hatching keeps the grower 
continually on the watch and sometimes 
results in letting control work slip by. .

COTTON SEASON LATE. |

ACCOUNTING ARE MANY. 


The farmer wants to know whether his 
beans pay, whether his cows pay, and wheth- 
er his crchard pays, and yet he seldom has 
sufficiently accurate figures to answer such 
questions. Above all he ought to know, 


and yet frequently does not know, if hia 


farm as a whole ig a paying proposition. 

Practical working systems of accounts 
which anyone may adopt without special 
study are recommended. One of these is 
a direct-entry system requiring no prelim- 
inary books for original entries, which later 
would have to be. posted or copied into 
permanent accounts,_ 

From two to ten minutes a day, investi- 


gation shows, is all the time required in 


keeping books, according -to the pler 
methods suggested by Federal s lists. 
This does not include a day or two, possi- 
bly more, required at the end of the year to 
close up the books and start a new set. 

It is recommended that the accounting 
year be started some time after the last 
crop is harvested in the fall and before the 
first crop operations are started in the 
spring. The beginning should be made on 
the first day of some month. 

To many, the inventory required in ef- 
fective farm accounting is a big bugaboo, 
but unnecessarily so. Many farmers keep 
careful accounts throughout «he year, but 


‘ fail to realize that they are of relatively 


little use, without the inventory, in showing 
the year’s income. As a matter of fact, the 
taking of the inventory is not such a difficult 
task as many think, and probably will not 
require more than four or five hours—pos- 
sibly only two hours—to complete. 

The inventory should be a detailed list 
of all items of farm property and the values 
thereof, including the farm, the farm build- 
ings, the horses, the cattle and other live- 
stock, machinery, tools, feed, produce, sup- 
plies, cash on hand and in the bank, 
amounts due from other persons.and owed 
to other persons, and the value of growing 
crops. The latter is calculated by sdding 
the value of labor and materials alpéady 
spent on these crops. 


The thing which is emphasized is ¢he 
urgent need of keeping some form of sys- 
tematic accounts. The elaborateness of the 
records will depend upon what the farmer 
wants to know, and the time he has avail- 
able for keeping accounts. The department 
will. be glad to suggest a system which will 
enable him to figure his income tax and as- 
certain what his farm as a whole is making. 
It can also suggest a system which will en- 
able him to determine approximate produc- 
tion costs on his farm. For others, particu- 
jarly owners of very. large farms, the De- 
partment of Agriculture is prepared to rec- 
ommend a detailed cost accounting system 
which may require the services of a bhook- 
keeper. For the man engaged in produc- 
tion on a large scale such a system will 
supply invaluable information. 

Every farmer is a buyer and a seller as 
well as a producer. He must know the 
condition of his business if he is to buy 
and sell successfully. It is for each farmer 
to decide how extensive a set of accounts 
he wants to keep. The fact about which he 
should have no dodbt is the value and.@pces- 
sity of at least a a accounting é¢ystem. 
The old adages ed above are conésid- 
ered very much in point by farm manage- 
ment officials. Figures, they say, do not lie 
regarding farming any more than regarding 
other subjects. A few minutes’ daily cal- 
culation may save hours of needless toil, 
which is another way of saying “a stitch in 
time saves nine.” rm accounting gives 
the farmer a foresight which everybody 
recognizes as better than hindsight. Fin- 
ally, it does pay to “count the cost,” for 
endgame, rule of thumb fs destined toe be- 
come o lete. -

effort is being made by the sugar- 
beet growers of Southern California to get 
out as large a tonnage per acre as 
_ The acreage of beets in the ten southern 
counties of California this season ig. one 
of the largest known, largely owing to the 
fact that there are thousands of bags of 
last year’s beans still in warehouses at Ox- 
nard, Santa Ana and Los Angeles, and that 
consequently the bean men have gone in 
for the root crop. The crop of 1920, it is 
velfeved, wil] tax the capacity of the suger 
refiners in Orange, Los Angeles and Ven- 
tura counties. 

The increased areas of cotton in Arizona 
and Southeasfern California will require 
the services of thousands cf Mexican labor- 
ers this year, and the sugar-beet- grower is 
having some difficulty in persuading Mex- 
ican workers to again take up the work of 
thinning, cultivating and topping beets. La- 
bor is more scarce than ever in the beet 
fields, and the beet farmer is relying wpon 
the tractor and on improved implements to 
help him get out a bumper crop. Rains 
have been favorable to a crop a little bet- 
ter than average this year, but the harvest 
is threatened with the universal labor short- 


large measure by the increased use of mod- 
ern farm power machinery. 


UNUSUAL REQUIREMENTS, 
The culture of sugar beets calls for a 


greater number of farm operations than 
any other row cTop grown in Southern Caii- 
fornia. No less than twelve separate and 
distinct operations characterize the culture 
of the beets, from the time the land is first 
broken to the time the product is delivered 
at the refinery. 

It is necessary to have a deep, well-pre- 
pared seed bed, in the first place. The 
beet farmer begins to prepare his seed bed 
in the fal] in order that the rains of the 
winter may percolate into the soll. His 
work, up to the time of planting, consists 
in retaining all the moisture he can in this 
seed bed. Even alter the beets have sprout- 
ed, cultivating operations go on until within 
two or three weeks of harvesting time. 
These operations require the services of 
many men and horses, The tractor not only 
does two to four times as much work in a 
day as a team of horses, but every time 
a team is displaced the services of one 
man are dispensed with—a zreat considera- 
tion to the grower in time of labor famine.

So\many agencies have expended time 
and effort in finding out in just what ways 
and to what extent tractors have been’ of

PROFITS INCREASFD. 

Considered from the standpoint of an in- 
vestment, in dollars and cents, most farm- 
ers have found that their tractors Imcrease 
their yields and consequently their profits, 
because the fields are kept in better 
tion for the crops. 

The growth of any crop is dependent up-. 
on the amount of plant food it can abtain 
from the soil in which it is planted. The 
condition of the seed bed largely rmines 
the volume of the crops, so that anything 
that enables the farmer to prepare a. good 
seed bed will contribute toward the produc- 
tion of bountiful yields. It has been the 
almost univetsal experience of tractor own- 
ers that tney w deeper with the tréctor 
than they with horses, thus extending 
the food area for the growing planta.

The first milk that comes from the mare is 
known as colostrum, and it acts as a medi- 
cine that the colt needs.

AND DRAWBACKS OF 
COMMERCIAL RABBIT RAISING. 


BY JAMES ALDEN ROGERS. 


S THE commercial rabbit raising indus- 
| try in Southern California as profitable 
as the poultry industry? 

Aside from the breeding considerations, 
does it pay a person to give his entire time 
to rabbit raising? 

These and many more pertinent ques- 
tions are often akked by those who consider 
going*‘into the raising of rabbits on a com- 
mercial scale. 

Though the wholesale price of meats 
seems to have fallen off in the last month 
or so, the retall prices of beef, pork and 
mutton appear to be going higher all the 
time. This has resulted in a renewed in-

terest in rabbit breeding and raising. Ex- 
travagant claims made by some persons 
as to profits of rabbit raising should be 
closely examined by all who think of going 
into the business of raising rabbits to sell 
on the open market. There is no question 
whatever that the raising of some breeds 
of rabbits in the back yard for family use 
is one of the most profitable things mem- 
bers of the family can engage in. The 
New Zealands, Flemish and Bélgians raised 
~in the hutches at the rear of the lot go a 
long way towards paying the groeery bill, 
and the few rabbits constituting a surplus 
generally find a market with the neigh- 
bors. But the raising of these animals on 
a commercial scale fs an entirely different 
consideration. 

Now as tu the relative profits of com- 
mercial rabbit raising and commercial poul- 
try, raising. 

For the reason that no accurate or near 
accurate statistics are available of the 
number of poultry flocks, large and small, 
raised commercially in this part of the 
State, and.no information obtainable as to 
what are the profits of all of these flocks. 
it is impossible to answer the first ques-

tion regarding the question “‘Rabbits or 
Chickens?” 

Another consideration: the market for 
dressed rabbits is limited. The carcasses 
bring a fair price, but the rabbit raiser 
very seldom goes to market with a hun- 
dred or two of rabbit carcasses, and gets 


a fixed price for his wares. The meat deal- 

er takes but a few, and the producer must 

go elsewhere to sell the remainder. 
STUDY THE MARKET. 


The person who intends engaging in rab- 
bit raising commercially should study his 
market, and make an advance inquiry into 
the problems of rabbit raising, including 
rabbit diseases, and the cost of feeding. He 
should also ask himself the question of 
whether he has the opportunity to buy feed 
at the lowest prices, or whether he has a 
— plot of ground for the raising of green 
f . 

Near cities and towns where there are. 
like, one 
may profitably engage in rabbit gaising if 
these places assure the producer that a 
ecértain part of his output will be bought by 
the proprietors. It is a valuable considera- 
tien for a landlord to be able to serve rab- 
bits fresh killed from his-own community. 

It is not advisable to raise rabbits in a 
community where people are unaccustomed 
to eat them. No breeder can expect a profit 
unless he has developed his market. It is 
sometimes necessary to co an educa- 
tional campaign to induce people to realize 
what a wholesome food rabbit meat is. 
The rabbit raiser may find that it. pays to 
get other producers in his line to engage 
with him in such an educational campaign, 
thus dividing the cost. 

A rabbit carcass, in the hands of an ex- 
perienced cook, may be prepared in a mul- 
-titude of- ways that will result in dishes fit 
for the most fastidious housewife, or the 
best hotels in the world. But more people 
must be educated to the table use of rab- 
bit meat before the rabbit raising industry 
can be placed on as stable a footing as the 
poultry industry-~ Until such time, the in-

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CLEANLINESS NEEDED 
IN THE POULTRY YARD. 


Everything about a poultry house should 
be kept reasonably clean. As a rule drop- 
pings should be removed daily, for the ac- 
cumulation of excrement harbors parasites, 
contaminates the air, and breeds contagion. 
After the dropping boards have been 
cleaned they should be sprinkled with road 
dust, coal ashes, or land plaster, to absorb 
the liquid excrement. Nests in which straw 
or other similar material is used should 
be cleaned out and new straw put in about 
once every three or four weeks, or oftener 
if it becomes damp or dirty. 

+ The quarters should be thorougily white- 
washed at least once a year, late in summer 
or early in the fall The whitewpsh can be 
made by slaking lime in boiling water and 
then thinning to the proper consistency for 
applying. The addition of four cunces of 
carbo acid to each gallon of whitewash 
will ‘rease its disinfecting power. The

NUTRITIVE VALUE OF 
WHEAT IN HEN’S DIET. 


: Wheat is generally considered the safest 
grain to be fed alone to poultry. It is not 
quite so fattening as corn, still is too fatten- 
ing when fed alone. This grain should be 
supplemented by some- meat ‘feed or 
skimmed milk to increase the proportion of 
protein. Wheat contains more protein than 
corn, about the same amount of carbohy- 
drates, but less fat, and on the whole is 
considered not so valuable for fattening, but 
better for growth. Wheat screenings, if 
they are of a good grade, can frequently bé” 
purchased and fed to advantage. Of course 
there is always danger of introducing weed 
seed on the farm.

EGGS GATHERED DAILY | 
BRING HIGHEST PRICE. 
The marketing of poultry products, par- 


ticularly eggs, has an important bearing 
on the profits of the flock. Under most 


to seek a special market for his eggs, but 
he should be very careful to see that the 
eggs are gathered regularly and frequently 
and promptly taken to market. Failure to 
do this is responsible for the spoiling of a 
great Many eggs. 

When the methods of buying are such 
that payment is made for good eggs only, 
a plan which is becoming more widespread 
and bids fair to be compulsory in most 
States, the farmer will suffer a decided 
money loss if he does not make it his busi- 
ness to see that all the eggs delivered are 
fresh and marketable at full value. 

One of the greatest causes of spoiled 
eggs during the hot summer season is the 
development of chick embryos in fertile 
eggs. This loss is preventable simply by 
producing infertile eggs. All that is needed 
to accomplish this, of course, is to separate 
the male birds from the females as soon as 
the breeding season is over. All the eggs 
sold will then be infertile and incapable of 
embryo development. :

But, make 
good note, to “recover” her kings of the year 
1232, it won't be Hohenzollerns! Why, the 
whole thing is to promise the flock relief 
from them! [It saw them coming. 

When the French Cistercians civilized 
Prussia and converted the worshipers of 
Wodin, in the time of the Emperor Otho 
Land the Margrave Gero, it was done from 
Morimond, between Besancon, Langres and 
Toul, expressly chosen by the saintly Eti- 
enne Harding as “advanced post” and. of 
which he had put a noble German, Arnould, 
in charge. In 1122, they went to Cologne, 


and soon established Ald-Camp, the first. 


Cistercian house in Germany. In 1180, 
Lebnig was founded, thanks to the liber- 


“Gelerthes Preussen,” under title of “Fra- 
ter Hermanus redivivus.” A confroversy 
arose that it was forged, but no proofs sug- 
gested. “Hermanus redivivus” had four 
new editions, in 1725, 1740, 1746 and 1758. 
It was reprinted again by the great Manz 
concern of Ratisbon in two editions, 1850 
and 1873; and the latter (reinforced, as ft 
hate said, by all kinds of learned proofs) 
“ander the title “Vaticinium Lehninefise” 
notes in the preface that “This prophecy of 
Lehnin, held always in great case in the 
fourt of Prussia, preduced a profound emo- 
tion when Wiiliani I was crowned Kaiser; 
and the sovereign, by a decree dated at 
Versailles, gave order to rebuild again the 
ruined walls of Lehnfn. It was the verifi- 
eation of the ninety-fifth and ninety-eighth 
verses of the poem!” ,

Lehnin was 
Close to the town of Brandeburg, and be-

In 1232-34, the Abbot of Lehnin was one 
Hermann; and’ he is the famous Hermann 
who wrote the 100 leonine verses of the 
Prophecy of Lehnin. One of the learned 
German books on this great subjeft is “The 
History of Lehnin” by Dr. Heer, pub- 
lished in 1751. “In all times.” [Re says, 
‘These predictions have been Considered as 
the works of Hermann of Lebnin.” 

The Berlin Library has four vellum MSS. 
copies of the original: and a fifth, the oldest 
and most ‘beautiful, was taken from the 


. brary tm 1796 by Frederick Wilhelm II, 


and never thereafter seen or heard of. The 
Ratisbon edition (1873) is packed with 
learned proofs of the real age of the text, 
which has no varients outside of small 
Slips and copyists’ errors. Binterim attests 
in a letter to Dr. Wenner that he had in his 
hands a MSS. example dating 400 years 
back, and that in the second half of the 
seventéenth century, another copy, made 
by a prelate of the Cengregation of Burs- 
feld attributed (then) 400 vears to the pre- 
diction. In 1431, one George David Meyer 
possessed a MSS. copy of it on eight sheets 
of parchment, done by the monk Burghard 
of Lehnin: and the same was copied by a 
Benedictine, P. Speer, in 1599. Albert, son 
of Joachim { of Brandenburg, gave the 
Library of Mayence a MSS. of it in 1549. 
And so on, and so on. There were nine 
teen Cistercian houses in Germany. All 
had copies, now long scattered, some in 
private collections. Dr. Heffter (1751) tells 
how in 1617, the country round was excited 
by the discovery of two ancfent copies 
walled up in a hiding-place of the then a! 
ready ruins of Lehnin church. 

Anyhow, the first printed edition was 
published by Schultze in 72% in the

1920.)

The Abbe Florent Dumes, in his “Her- 
mann and the Hohenzollerns” (Lille, 1891,) 
twenty-three years before the great war, took 
this for gtanted as “an inexact interpreta- 
tion:” bat old Dubois, in 1848, having more 
faith and less sight. wrote’ imperturbably: 
“ . . , German unity, after the disap-

The Poem Pictures Prussia’s His- 
tory with Wonderful Accuracy. 


HE poem is of perfect unity. All its 
parts &tick together so sOlidly that to 


alter it, you would have to destroy it. It 


is a kind of rhyme, beginning: 


Nunc tibl cum cura, Lehnin, cano fata futura 
Quae nihi monstravit Dominus qui cuncta creavit. 
(To thee, o, Lehnin, now, with pain, I sing the 
future fate which the Lord who made all 
8s shown to me.) 


~The poet bégins with’ Lehnin; and it is 


by Lehnin that he finishes his 100 lines; be- 
cause the future of his beloved abbey and 
the Church in Brandeburg is the real sub- 
ject of the poem. All the rest is by the 
Wway—the future kings of Prussia and the 
world’s history. We must get old Her- 


,mann’s point of view. God gave him the 


revelation to warn hig brethren of the se- 
vere calamities which they must suffer be- 
fore the arrival of a day when the passer- 
by would in vain seek for traces of the 
“monastery and find none. After long and 
terrible anarchy would come an” enemy 
even more redoubtable; their dear land of 
Prussia would be riled for centuries by a 
princely family which would make their 
enemies triumph over the debris of 
bishoprics and monasteries. To show that 
he speaks in the name of divinity,, the 
prophet “calls” from the depths of nothing- 
ness beings who are not—“yea, and things 


which are not, to bring to naught things | 


that are.” | 


“That no flesh should glory in his pres- 
ence.” All the Hohenzollern princes who 
were to succeed each other, from 1415 on- 
ward to the present ex-Kaiser, appear, one 
by one, before the tribunal. The merits of 
each are weighed, and each is pictured in 
a thumbnail sketch (the  thumb-nail 
sketches of God!) by main traits of his 


life, virtues, vices, triumphs or reverses. 


So that, after reading, you know the his- 
tory of Prussia and its-sovereigns—regular- 
ly so unfamiliar to the outside world. This 
fs why I do not quote the entire poem, as 
it would require chronological notes to fol-

The “Ciceronjan,” who, later gained or 
avoided several wars by foxy negotiations, 
attempted the pacific conquest of Berlin 
and fully succeeded. From. Spandau, where 
the family had been living and reigning, he 
took his Electorate to the banks of the 
Spree—the “gage,” truly, of an immense 
fortune; and, note, it is written that he 
would “conserve” or “save” it (servatur.) 
Well, for thirty years previously, a citadel, 
built in the center of Berlin by the Tron- 
Tooth, held a body-of picked troops always 
ready to fall on the citizens at the least 
popular movement. From such antagonism 
had already resulted fires, whose repetition 
(not to mention formidable collisions) 
might ruin the new capital, all of which 
the Ciceronian smoothed away by golden 
words.)

The horned rattlesnake is endowed with 
the power of moving backward, forward or 
sideways with cqual facility and he can en- 
ter his hole tail first if it suits him. 

The rattlesnake’s sole means of offense 
and dcfense is bis pair of faags, which are 
two slender, neealelike teeth, jutting from 
the upper jaw just under the eye. In struc- 
ture they resemble the point of a hypo 
dermic syringe, but are not quite as useful. 


A small channel perforates the tooth, con- 


ducting the venom from the gland and sac 
in which it is engendered to within, about 
the tenth of an inch from the point. The
